LA PAZ, Bolivia, Jan. 18.—An 
eyewitness reported to authorities 
here today that 13 persons were 
burned to death in the crash of a 


passenger plane at the small town 
of Challavinto, near Cocha Bamba, 
yesterday. 
The plane, bound from Cocha 
Bamba, on the plain at the foot of 
the Andes Mountains, to La Paz, 
fell in a region surrounded by flood 
waters and a relief party was re- 
ported as experiencing difficulties 
in getting to the scene. 

The dead included 10 passengers, 


the pilot and two mechanics—all 
aboard. 


Julio Guitierez, who saw the 
crash, made the report. 
Those aboard were listed by 


hloyd-Aero, owners of the plane, as 
follows: Pilot Jorge Wilstermann, 
Mechanics Guillermo Hanel and 
Maximo Diewcher; passengers, Capt.

NEW POLICE ORDER ISSUED 
FOR DRIVER'S LICENSE ARRESTS 


Chief McCarthy Instructs All Mem- 
bers of Force to Stop Residents 
Not Having Permits. 

Chief of Police McCarthy, in an 
order issued today, instructed po- 
licemen in all departments, includ- 
ing patrolmen, those in scout cars 
and members of the traffic division, 
to arrest all residents of the city 
operating automobiles without a 
driver’s license. 

When enforcement of the ordi- 
mance went into effect Thursday, 
only members of the traffic division 
were instructed to make the ar- 
rests. Under the new order, the 
motorist not having a license may 
be arrested regardless of whether 
he has committed some other traf- 
fic violation, the only condition be- 


ring that he is actually driving his 


automobile. 

A fine of $1 is provided for the 
first offense, but the fine cannot 
be paid at the Traffic Bureau at 
Police Headquarters until after the 
license has been obtained. Those 
motorist# arrested, who do not pay 
the fine at the bureau, will be re- 
quired to appear in Police Courts, 
where the fines are considerably 
higher. Chief McCarthy said the 
new order had been issued to pro- 
vide better enforcement of the or- 
dinance.

A third bond issue, he said, would 
be necessary to raise funds to pay 
the $500,000,000 debt owed the 
United States Life Insurance Fund 
for bonus loans. 

Thomas calculated the bill event- 
ually would require the printing 
of “over 100,000,000 pieces of pa- 
per.” 

“Then, this ceases to become a 
bonus bill and becomes a relief 
bill,” he said, referring to pulp 
manufacturers from whom “the pa- 
per would be bought.” 

Harrison conceded yesterday that 
there was “indirect inflation” in his 
bill. 

“If a billion or a half a billion 
is cashed in, to that extent it is 
inflationary,” he told Senator Ship- 
stead (F.-L.), Minnesota. 

Harrison predicted that the bond 
bill would become law “whether 
President Roosevelt signed it or 
not.”

Harks Back to Conven- 
tion of 1912 in Joining 
Debate on Conduct of 
Nye Munitions Inquiry. 


HAS ‘NO ANIMUS’ 
TOWARD WILSON 


Declares His Supporter, 
However, ‘Violated’ In- 
structions in Causing 


Champ Clark’s Defeat. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 18.—Taking 
the floor today in the Senate de- 
bate over the conduct of the Nye 
munitions inquiry Senator Bennett 
Clark (Dem.) of Missouri, associate 
of Senator Nye in the munitions 
investigation, denounced William 
Jennings Bryan, President Wilson’s 
Secretary of State, for having “be- 
trayed my father.” 

Senator Clark is the son of the 
late Champ Clark, Speaker of the 
House, who was a strong contend- 
er against Wilson for the Demo- 
cratic nomination for the presiden- 


cy at Baltimore in 1912. Bryan’s 
support, thrown to Wilson, was 
largely responsible for the nomina- 
tion of Wilson over Champ Clark. 

Senator Clark said he held no 
animosity toward Wilson. Any ani- 
mosity he had, he said, was toward 
Bryan, “who berayed my father at 
the Baltimore convention.” 

Clark, who has joined Chairman 
Nye of the Munitions Committee in 
attacking “inconsistencies” in pub- 
lished records and _ secret docu- 
ments of the Wilson administra- 
tion, declared “some efforts” had 
been made to show he was activat- 
ed by “animus toward President 
Wilson, who. defeated my father at 
the Baltimore convention.” 


‘Violated’ Instructions. 


At the Baitimore convention, 
Clark charged, Bryan “violated” his 


instructions in handling an in- 
structed delegation. 

Clark. declared that Senator 
Glass, (Dem.), Va., had used his 
“power of vituperation, invective 
and abuse’ in asSailing the Nye 
Committee without study of the 


facts. 

He said Glass’ attack on Nye was 
one of a long series he had made 
against public figures. 

“More than 20 years ago I heard 
a prominent member of the House 
say on the floor, while Glass was a 
member of that body, that Glass 
was one man who never speaks ex- 
cept in terms of intense indigna- 
tion,” he said. 

Glass sat slumped in his chair. 
One of his hands, bruised yester- 
day when he pounded his desk in 
emphasizing his attack on Nye, was 
bandaged. 


“No Reflection on Wilson.” 


“I regret that the Senator from 
Virginia saw fit to use his unrivaled 
power of vituperation, invective and 
abuse on a member of the commit- 
tee for pursuing its course,” Clark 
said. 

“It is no reflection on President 
Wilson, on Secretary of State Lans- 
ing or upon any member of this 
Congress who voted to take this 
country into war to soberly and dis- 
passionately examine the facts of 
the web of circumstances that 
dragged us into the war that was 
followed by calamity.” 

Tracing the course of United 
States neutrality early in the war, 
he said Wilson had delivered an 
“inspired” proclamation of neu- 
trality. 

Turning to the appearance be- 
fore the committee of J. P. Morgan 
and his partners in the banking 
house, he said evidence disclosed 
they were denied the right to lend 
money to the Allies by William Jen- 
nings Bryan; who preceded Robert 
Lansing as Wilson’s Secretary of 
State. Yet, while the United States 
was striving to remain neutral, 
Clark continued, “from the begin- 
ning of the struggle the rules of 
freedom of the seas were flagrantly 
and repeatedly violated by Great 
Britain.” 

Clark declared Great Britain 
“black-listed”” certain American 
firms early in the war and censored 
United States mails illegally. 

He said proposals for retaliation 
were met with a statement from the 
then Secretary of State that the 
United States was “so deeply ‘n- 
volved in a commercial way” that 
retaliation was “likely to cause a 
panic.” 

Quotes Lansing’s Memoirs. 

Clark quoted Lansing as saying 
notes sent to Great Britain on al- 
leged violation of international law 
were worded “in a sea of verbosity.” 
He said Lansing in his memoirs de- 
clared it was done with deliberate 
intent. 

He contended the aim of the com- 
mittee in its 20-month investigation 
was to find facts on which to base 


RUDYARD KIPLING, 
BRITAIN “POET 
OF EMPIRE,” DES 


Famous Writer’s Condition 
Had Been Critical Since 
Stomach Operation Mon- 
day—70 Years Old. 


WIFE, DAUGHTER 
WITH HIM AT END 


Body in Hospital Chapel 
Pending Cremation— 


Perhaps Burial Will Be in 
Westminster Abbey. 


By the Associated Press. 

LONDON, Jan. 18.—Rudyard Kip- 
ling, noted “poet of Empire,” novel- 
ist and short story teller, died at 
12:10 a. m. today in Middlesex Hos- 
pital after an operation for a per- 


forated stomach ulcer performed 
Monday. He was 70 years old. 

Although he had not spoken and 
had shown almost no signs of life 
for several hours, even his nurses 
were not aware the end was near. 

While it had been admitted dur- 
ing the evening that his condition 
was “extremely critical,” bulletins 
issued shortly before his death said 
his condition was unchanged. Dr. 
A. E. Webb-Johnson, however, real- 
izing it was unlikely that the pa- 
tient would rally, told Mrs. Kipling, 
who was at the bedside with their 
daughter, to be prepared for the 
worst. 

Only at the end did the dying 
man seem to recognize his wife and 
daughter. Thus passed the author 
of “Kim,” “Danny Deever,” “If,” 
“Gunga Din,” “The Road to Manda- 
lay,” “The Light That Failed,” 
“Stalky & Company,” “Mowgli,” the 
“Sergeant Mulvaney” stcries and a 
hundred books of prose and verse. 

Dr. Webb-Johnson said _ after- 
ward: “Mr. Kipling’s end was very 
peaceful. It came very suddenly. 
He put up a splendid fight and re- 
mamed conscious al] the time,” 

A little over a week ago, on Jan. 
9, he had left his home in Burwash, 
Sussex, accompanied by Mrs. Kip- 
ling, and appeared to be in good 
health as he came to London for 
a short stay prior to a scheduled 
departure for a holiday in South- 
ern France. 

The body lay this morning in the 
hospital chapel. The family said 
the body. would be cremated. 

It was not known whether Kip- 
ling’s body could be buried in West- 
minster Abbey, where lie so many 
of Britain's illustrious dead, 


Kipling’s Career: 
A Famous Author 
Before He Was 30 


UDYARD KIPLING was born 
Rw Bombay, India, Dec. 30, 1865. 

Both his grandfathers were 
Wesleyan ministers. His mother was 
one of four daughters of the Rev. 
George B. Macdonald, all destined 
to marriages which brought them 
roles in the cultural history cf En- 
gland, Georgiana married Sir Ed- 
ward Burne-Jones when that noted 
painter’s possession. totaled about 
$150; Agnes became the wife of Ed- 
ward Poynter, just as impecunious 
then as Burne-Jone:, but who later 
achieved the presidency of the 
Royal Academy and became a baro- 
net; Louise, herself an etcher, mar- 
ried Alfred Baldwin, irconmaster, 
and her son, Stanley Baldwin, be- 
came the second man in British his- 
tory to hold the prime ministership 
four times. 

The fourth sister, Alice, fell in 
love with John Lockwood Kipling, 
a designer of terra cotta and a stu- 
dent in the art schools at Kensing- 
ton: When he got a position on the 
staff of a new art school at Bsm- 
bay, they married and set out for 
the Orient. 

At School in England. 

Custom decreed that the English 
children of India should be sent to 
the mother country for schooling. 
Rudyard Kipling was taken to 
Portsmouth when he was only six 
years old and placed in charge of 
the wife of a retired naval officer 
who boarded children from over- 
seas. He lived there five years. 
Then his father came, took him on 
an unforgettable excursion to Paris 
and enrolled him in the United Ser- 
vice College at Westward Ho on the 
Devon coast, u school for sons of 
Anglo-Indian officers. 

His eyesight failed, because of 
overstrain, forcing him to wear 
thick glases, but even with these 
his vision was imperfect, and his 
constant stumbling won him the 
nickname of “Beetle.” His years 
at Westward Ho are described in 
“Stalky & Co.” At 17, he finished 
his studies at Westward Ho, he was 
given his choice of going on to a 
university or returning to India. 
He chose India. 

By that time his father had be- 
come director of the Lahore Muse- 
um and the youth went to work 
there in 1882 on the Civil and Mili-

RELIEF STRIKE BROKEN 
AT FORT SCOTT. KAN. 


County Officials Blame WPA 
for ‘Disgraceful Demon- 
stration’ at Courthouse.

FORT SCOTT, -Kan., Jan. 18.— 
The relief strikers’ “siege” of the 
Bourbon County courthouse was 
broken last night by the arrest of 
their leader and a tear, gas attack. 
Sheriff’s deputies reported the sit- 
uation quiet today. Only a hand- 
ful of the strikers who occupied 
the building Tuesday were in sight. 

Routed by tear gas Thursday 
night, 30 of the original 100 dem- 
onstrators returned to the court- 
house yesterday. Most of them left, 
however, as police arrested their 
leader, John L. Babbitt, secretary 
of the Farmer-Labor Union. He 
was accused of resisting the tear 
gas attack. 

County officials announced the 
building would be fumigated again 
—a nightly practice which began 
Wednesday after one of the dem- 
onstrators became ill of diphtheria. 

Bourbon County commissioners 
telegraphed WPA Administrator 
Evan Griffith at Topeka, that the 
“disgraceful and deplorable dem- 
onstrations staged by the unem- 
ployed in this city are directly 
caused by your failure to provide 
jobs for these people.” 


HULL CITES MUNITIONS FIRMS 
TO THE ATTORNEY-GENERAL 


Submits “for Appropriate Action” 
Names of Those Which Have 
Failed to Register. 

By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 18.—Secre- 
tary of State Hull announced to- 
day he had submitted to Attorney- 
General Cummings “for appropri- 
ate action” the names of more than 
20 munition manufacturing com- 
panies which have failed to regis- 
ter with the State Department in 
compliance with the neutrality act. 

The names and the exact num- 
ber of companies were not made 
known, although Hull said _ there 
were 20 to 30, mostly small com- 
panies. 

Under the neutrality act all firms 
and individuals dealing in arms, 
ammunition and implements of war 
were required to register with the 
State Department not later than 
Nov. 29, 1935. 

On Dec. 3, Hull said some com- 
panies still had falied to register 
and that he hoped it would not be 
necessary to take the action an- 
nouncéd today. 

A fine of $10,000 or imprison- 
ment of not more than five years, 
or both, are provided as penalties 
for failure to comply with the law. 

Coincidently the Secretary of 
State made public a list of 29 per- 


sons and companies that have 
registered since Dec. 3. This 
brings to 115 the total number 


registered to date.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 18.—Presi- 
dent Roosevelt will have an  op- 
portunity today to repay Mayor 
Frank Hague of Jersey City for 
the fulsome resolution Hague spon- 
sored at the recent Democratic 
National Committee meeting.

Roosevelt could not carry a single 
state east of the Mississippi and 
very few in the far West. 

At the Democratic committee 
meeting Hague introduced the res- 
olution putting the committee on 
record as “reaffirming our unani- 
mous and unfaltering loyalty to 
our great President.” 

Gov. Talmadge of Georgia was 
the only committeeman to vote 
against the resolution. 

Hague thus made the first ges- 
ture of friendship. The President 
will have the opportunity today 
to make his. 

Roosevelt will arrive in New York 
in time to spend the evening at the 
family residence on East Sixty-fifth 
street. From there he will broad- 
cast a -message over the radio at 
9:30 o'clock tonight, St. Louis time, 
to committees arranging for the an- 
nual Roosevelt birthday balls on 
Jan. 30, devoted to raising funds 
for fighting infantile paralysis. 

After the Sunday afternoon dedi- 
cation, the President will return to 
Washngton, arriving for a late sup- 
per at the White House.

Glass (Dem.), Virginia, adminis- 
tered a terrific tongue-lashing to 
Nye on the Senate floor. 

Such epithets as “coward,” “dem- 
‘agogue” and “dirtdauber” craekled 
through the tense air as the 78-year- 
old Virginian defended the charac- 
ter of the President under whom 
he served as Secretary of the Treas- 
ury. His wrathful and bitter erup- 
tion obviously heightened the de- 
termination of Democratic leaders 
to end the investigation by with- 
holding the funds necessary to com- 
plete it. 

Glass, accused Nye of basing his 
charge partly on what the late 
Lord Balfour “thought he told 
President Wilson” about secret 
treaties. In the Balfour memoirs 
which Nye had quoted, Balfour 
said he “thought” it was after a 
dinner at the White House when 
he told Wilson about the treaties. 
Nye. contended the only doubt ex- 
pressed by Balfour was about the 
time the conversation took place. 

“Ambassador Page.” 

Nye had also quoted a letter 
from “Ambassador Page,” telling, 
President Wilson that Great Brit-' 
ain and France had been compelled 
to promise Constantinople and the 
Dardanelles to Russia to keep the 
Czar’s Government from making 
@ separate peace. 

Glass dismissed this contemptu- 
ously as a letter from Walter Hines 
Page, Ambassador to Great Brit- 
ain, “which President Wilson prob- 
ably never read.” The letter cited 
by Nye was written by Thomas 
Nelson Page, American Ambassa- 
dor to Italy. 

Nye’s own recital was not en- 
tirely clerr. At one stage he de- 
clared that “The United States en- 
tered the war knowing the Allies 
had agreed upon the division of the 
spoils.” The evidence presented by 
him purported to show only that 
Wilson and Lansing were apprised 
of the treaties a few weeks after 
Congress declared war. 

The only evidence cited by Nye

LEAGUE POLICY 


Foreign Secretary Says Em- 
pire Must Continue Lead- 
ership for Use of Geneva

AVOIDS SPECIFIC 
ACTION PROMISE 


Adds That England Will 
Use Every Opportunity 
to Strengthen Its Friend- 
ship With U. S. 


By the Associated Press. 

WARWICK, England, Jan. 18.— 
Anthony Eden, British Foreign 
Secretary, declared here last night 
that he would pursue a bold, 
straight-forward and realistic pol- 
icy at the meeting of the League 
of Nations council, beginning next 
Monday at Geneva. 

Eden did not commit Great 
Britain to any specific action, but 
made clear that the Empire must 
be decisive in continuing its lead- 
ership for use of the League peace 
machinery. 

“There must be no mood of self- 
complacency on our part or on the 
part of any other member of the 


League and no resting on laurels, 
for laurels are not yet won,” he 
said: “Let there be no faint 
hearts, but let there be realists. 
“It is in that spirit that I am going 
to Geneva to approach the im- 
mensely difficult task which lies 
ahead.” 
He said that if war broke out on 
a major scale, it would cause the 
collapse of civilization. 
He pledged Great Britain’s un- 
relenting opposition to warlike ag- 
gression from any quarter. 

Always Against Aggressor. 

“We shall always be found ar- 
rayed on the side of a collective 
system against any government or 
people who seek, by resort to power 
or by politics, to break up the peace 
which by that system we are seek- 
ing to create,” he asserted. 

He declared the League Council 
should take stock of recent events 
to “appreciate the point which we 
now have reached.” “Fulfillment of 
this task would, in itself, create a 
measure of confidence and consti- 
tute a survey and consolidation of 
what has been gained thus far.” 

Declaring Great Britain wel- 
comed “a good understanding with 
those people of good will not at 
present included among the mem- 
bers of the League of Nations,” 
Eden especially mentioned the 
United States. 

“You may be sure we shall take 
any and every opportunity of 
strengthening those bonds of 
friendship and understanding with 
the United States,” he said, “bonds 
which owe so much of their solid- 
ity to ancestry, tradition and ideals 
shared in common.” 


Germany Again Strong. 


Eden listed among the outstand- 
ing events of 1935 “the emergence 
of a once-more strong Germany, 
claiming for herself the right to 
rearm,-and the emergence of the 
League of Nations from a position 
of somewhat remote respectability 
to one of vigorous responsibility.” 

The League’s emergence he at- 
tributed to the lead of Great Brit- 
ain in the Ethiopian dispute. 

“I am proud to think it was the 
British Government which gave 
that lead,” he declared. “There was 
good team work in 1935, but there 
must be still better in 1936 and 
even better in 1937. 

“Let us not forget that the more 
ready we are to make an effort 
and sacrifices, the more ready oth- 
ers will be. 

“The leadership of Great Britain 
is no insignificant element. If un- 
certainty as to our country’s pol- 
icy has been thought to have had 
tragic consequences from time to 
time, cannot stability and certainty 
on that policy be as decisive now 
in the cause of peace?” 

Referring to Great Britain’s loy- 
alty to the League, Eden said “it 
is not that we ignore the fact that 
there are today great differences 
between nations, but that we be- 
lieve these differences can be ad- 
justed without resort to war. 

“We may be wrong, but at least 
we are determined to try if others 
will try this with us, and lend all 
our influence and authority to this 
endeavor. 

“If critics of the League can 
show us a better way of avoiding 
the catastrophe of war, it is for

His Own Publisher. 

Reply post-cards, containing an- 
nouncement of the book on one sec- 


tion and an order blank on the oth- 
er, were mailed up and down Brit- 
ish Asia from Aden to Singapore 
and from Quetta to Colombo. It was 
a case of cash with the order and 
as the edition was sold out in a few 
weeks, the rupees that poured in by 
mail went direct into the pocket of 
the author. Recalling the profits in 
after years, Kipling said that recol- 
lection of them “has since prevent- 
ed me from injuring my health by 
sympathizing with publishers who 
talk of their risks and the cost of 
their advertisements.” 

“Departmental Ditties” in a_ re- 
vised edition soon came out in reg- 
ular book form. 


Five years passed and then 
Kipling transferred to the Allaha- 
bad Pioneer. He kept up his com- 
bination of newspaper work and 
authorship, producing in quick suc- 
cession “Plain Tales From The 
Hills,” “Soldiers Three,” “The Gads- 
bys,” “In Black and White,” “Under 
the Deodars,” “The Phantom Rick- 
shaw” and “Wee Willie Winkie.” 


In 1890, restive after two years 
on the “Pioneer,” he sold the copy- 
right to six of his stories for $1250, 
and went to Yokohama, then to 
San Francisco. He was famous in 
India, but San Francisco had never 
heard of him. Legend tells that 
when he tried to get a job as a re- 
porter on the old San Francisco 
Call, the editor took one look at the 
shy, stumbling, near-sighted youth 
and refused to hire him. 

His enthusiasm dimmed under 
the buffetings of book publishers 
and newspaper editors from San 
Francisco to New York and in “The 
Light That Failed” he told of those 
bitter days. 


Utterly disheartened, he went on 
to England in 1891, toiled in a 
garret until he sold three stories 
for $15, and then, persuaded Mac- 
Millan & Co. to publish an edition 
of “Plain Tales.” 

Overnight he became a sensation, 
and with a trunk bulging with 
dog’s-eared manuscripts he rapidly 
became the most widely known 
writer in England. 


Married in America. 
With money, he indulged his 
taste for travel and went to Ceylon, 


Australia and the United States. 

In New York he looked up Wol- 
cott Balestier, a young New York 
author, with whom he had shared 
chambers on the Thames Embank- 
ment—and fell in love with Bales- 
tier’s sister, Caroline. They were 
married, 


S. S. McClure, American publish- 
er, was credited with having per- 
suaded Kipling to settle in the 
United States. That was in 1893, 
when he had just paid the author 
$25,000 for the serial rights to 
“Kim,” although a few years ear- 
lier, like other publishers of the 
country, he had rejected Kipling’s 
stories, 

Kipling and his bride had just re- 
turned from a wedding trip to Ja- 
pan, and, the decision made, they 
established themselves at Brattle- 
boro, Vt., where Mrs. Kipling’s fam- 
ily had a large estate. They bought 
a place which Kipling named 
“Naulahka,” after a work on which 
he had collaborated with his broth- 
er-in-law when he was scratching 
out a miserable existence in Lon- 
don. There Kipling’s two childen 
were born and’there he wrote 
more than 20 books. 


Kipling wandered over the coun- 
tryside and visited many places 
along the Atlantic coast, the infor- 
mation that he gained going into 
“Captains Courageous.” Other 
books written there included “The 
Seven Seas,” “Many Inventions,” 
the two “Jungle Books” and the 
“Just So Stories,” the last named 
for the children in his own nursery, 
based on characters or landmarks 
with which the youngsters were fa- 
miliar. 

Driven Out by Admirers. 

Americans took to 
works as enthusiastically as had 
the British. With this, however, 
came hero worship that was espec- 


cially distasteful to Kipling. He 
wanted to live alone with his fam- 
ily and neighbors, but autograph 
hunters swarmed down on, the 
place. He posted a sign on the gate- 
post warning them to keep out, but

at the point of death but he reco- 
ered. 

His Sussex Retreat. 
Convalescent, he went back to 
Sussex and found his ideal home. 
It was an estate called “Bateman’s, ’ 
high-walled, moat-encircled and for- 
tified further against intrusion by 
the widespread knowledge of the 
author’s precarious health. Further- 
more, there was no telephone there 
and none was ever installed. The 
place, near the Sussex town of Bur- 
wash, was built by an ironmonger 
of Queen Elizabeth's time, 

Cut off at last from his tor- 
mentors, Kipling produced there 
his later works, including many of 
his best poems. His books kept 
coming out, but he seldom was seen. 
The wedding of his daughter at 
London in 1925 was his first really 
public appearance in seven. years. 

Except for his wife and daughter, 
almost his only confidant of late 
years was a stone-deaf octogenariam 
roadmender, William Lavender, 
who “watched” rather than list- 
ened to Kipling’s conversational 
monologues and described the poet: 

“A nice gentleman with a won- 
derful head at education, and I 
only wish’ I could have heard what 
he was saying. I’ve known Mr. 
Kipling for 25 years, but I’ve hardly 
heard a word he said.” 

Occasionally he ventured abroad, 
to his favorite spa at Marienbad, in 
Czechoslovakia; or, on rare occa- 
sions, he appeared at literary ban- 
quets—a bald-headed sturdy little 
figure, with eyebrows bristling, 
brown eyes twinkling behind small 
gold-rimmed spectacles, and square- 
toed boots redolent of old-fashioned 
shoe blacking. 

Modernity sought him out, and 
six of his stories were filmed-- 
“Kim,” “Captains Courageous,’

Only Son Killed in War. 


His son, Lieut. John Kipling, only 
18, was killed in the World War 
battle at Loos. The sorrowing father 
endowed a perpetual fund for 
sounding at Loos of “last post,” 
the British equivalent of “taps,” 
and he never forgave the Germans. 

In August, 1935, he drew wrath 
from  officia! Nazi newspapers 
which described him as a “fanatic 
hater of Germans and one of the 
bitterest enemies of Germany.” The 
outburst resulted from a letter Kip- 
ling had written to Henry Bor- 
deaux, French novelist, saying: 
“The Boche has learned nothing 
from the last war, and he has suf- 
fered comparatively little from it.’ 

Never Poet Laureate. 

One unsolved enigma was why 
Kipling was never chosen poet lau- 
reate of England. For many years 
the story was current that Kipling 
had gained the ill will of English 
royalty with one of his “Barrack 
Room Ballads” which contained 
this stanza:

Mark Twain’s Account of Him. 

One of Kipling’s American friends 
was Mark Twain and they often 
went out of their way to be  to- 
gether, 

They met on the Britisher’s first 
trip to America when as a roving 
reporter he detoured to Elmira, 
N. Y., to call on the humorist. 
Twain said of that meeting: 

“He spent a couple of hours with 
me and I surprised him as much 
as he surprised me. He is 
a stranger to me, but is a most re- 
markable man, and I am another 
one.

Work Relief Versus Direct Relief. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

HE attempt of the present adminis- 

tration to take thousands of persons 
from relief rolls and place them at work, 
according to their capability, is an effort 
which should not be underestimated by 
those not in close contact with the relief 
situation. 

Many recent critics of the work plan 
have argued that the public funds spent 
for created work are in most instances 
a waste; especially since direct relief is 
supposed to be cheaper than created 
work. | 

First of all, anyone who has not actual- 
ly been totally dependent on direct relief 
is hardly in position to argue such a ques- 
tion intelligently;\for he does not know 
of the humility, embarrassment and eco- 
nomic instability incident thereto. 

Direct relief from its very nature en- 
courages idleness, shiftlessness, loss of 
morale and a corresponding loss of the 
desire to.earn one’s living. 

However, there are errors existent in 
work relief planning—such as inadequate 
wages in relation to the size and need of 
families, and the placing of persons on 
jobs for which they are not occupation- 
ally or physically fitted. These errors are 
not incapable of being corrected, and are 
to be expected since thousands were put 
to work in great haste. 

Since it is apparent that a large amount 
of unemployment will exist for some time 
to come, it is highly desirable that the 
Government attempt to create sound and 
useful work for those needing it. 

If then, the present administration is 
successful in furnishing the needy with 
work paying fair wages, in preference to 
having them stay discontentedly on the 
dole, the nation will be more than com- 
pensated for its original cost—it will have 
helped to form real red-blooded men and 

“women out of depressed malcontents. 

Created work should be carried on until 
such time as generally improved eco- 
nomic conditions justify its discontinu- 
ance. 

This letter is written by one who has 
experienced both forms of relief, although 
not through choice.

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A STATE CASE TO WATCH. 

The Supreme Court in-its unanimous decision in 
the Schechter poultry case held the NRA unconstitu- 
tional on two counts. The first, it will be remem- 
bered, was that Congress had no power to delegate 
code-making authority to the President. The second 
was that the attempt to fix hours and wages in in- 
trastate business was not a valid exercise of Federal 
power. 

It is in the light of these objections of the Supreme 
Court to the NRA that a decision of the Wisconsin 
Supreme Court, upholding an act of the Wisconsin 
Legislature, patterned on the NRA, now becomes of 
more than ordinary interest. Chief Justice Marvin 
B. Rosenberry, who stands out among the heads of 
state courts, declares that the Legislature of Wis- 
consin has the constitutional authority to confer 
code-making power on the Governor of his state. As 
a result, 11 codes of fair competition have been sus- 
tained and the way is open for the initiation of 
other codes. 

Broadly speaking, the question which the Wiscon- 
sin decision raises is not the advisability of trying 
to revive the code device for regulating business 
practices. Rather it is: How far can the states go 
in their regulatory efforts? If the Congress of the 
United States cannot authorize the President to es- 
tablish codes, can the Legislature of Wisconsin em- 
power the Governor of that State to de it? The out- 
come of the almost certain appeal will be worth 
watching for.

Close of the nation-wide Literary Digest poll 
veals that, of a total of nearly 2,000,000 persons vot- 
ing, 62.66 per cent do not “now approve the acts and 
policies of the Roosevelt New Deal to date.” In only 
12 states did the majority indorse the New Deal— 
Alabama, ‘Arkansas, Georgia, Kentucky, Louisiana, 
Mississippi, North Carolina, South Carolina, Tennes- 
see, Texas, Virginia and Utah.

At the same time, intimation that 
new taxes might be necessary to fi- 
nance a program replacing the 
Agricultural Adjustment Adminis- 
itration, was given by President. 
Roosevelt in a press conference 
statement which added, however, 
that he was not yet ready to dis- 
‘cuss the question of revenues. In 
addition, the President expressed 
confidence the proposed soil conser- 
vation plan would accomplish the 
purposes of AAA and encourage a 
| balanced agricultural development. 
| The idea of impounding_tariffs 

to obtain the necessary revenue 


|'without new taxation, was advanced 


at a session of the National Agri- 
| cultural Conference by L. J. Taber, 
master of the National Grange. The 
|Grange emphasized use of export 
‘subsidies arguing that the farmers 
have complained about the tariffs 
being a subsidy for industry. 

“Would it then not be fitting,” it 
was argued, “that the tariff re- 
ceipts should be used as a subsidy 
for the farmers?” 

The Grange suggested to the Na- 
tional Agricultural Conference that 
100 per cent of the customs receipts 
be earmarked for whatever farm 
program may be employed, pointing 
out that Congress amended the AAA 
to set aside 30 per cent of the cus- 
toms receipts to use in stimulating 
domestic and foreign markets. 

The Grange said this would obvi- 
ate quarrels over a sales tax, any 
‘excise tax or a processing tax such 
as precipitated the court test of 
AAA constitutionality. It said that 
since industry favors protective tar- 
iffs there should be no objection 
to using revenue from them to off- 
set the disparity between a protect- 
|ed industrial market and an unpro- 
_tected agricultural market.

Cause of Relief Crisis.

He told a Post-Dispatch reporter 
yesterday, in advance of the meet- 
ing, that he “had not considered” 
calling a special session, and was 
not prepared to say what it would 
do if a resolution for a special ses- 
sion resulted from the meeting.

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Usual Faults 
In Diets of 
Elderly Folks 


Most Common Is Excess of 
Starches—Food With Iro 
Needed.

Dr. Clendening mon faults in the 

dietary of elderly people is that 

they eat too many starches, which 

supply more calories than their 

physical activity warrants. An- 

other fault is that they select foods 

which lack in iron and vitamin B 

and may lack other vitamins. As 

a result, the bone marrow receives 

an inadequate supply of materials 

necessary to build blood cells. Just 

as the more rapid growth in chil- 

dren makes a certain type of diet 

necessary for them, so the rapid 

destruction of tissue and degenera- 

tion of tissues in the elderly makes 

a properly selected diet necessary 
for them. 


Indefinite 

These old people need not show 
any definite disease picture, such as 
scurvy, pellagra or anemia, but they 
are on the border line of some such 
conditions. In an elderly man who 
has some hardening of the arteries, 
with some natural deterioration in 
the force of the heart, it is more 
necessary than ever that the quality 
of his blood should be such that it 
brings nutriment to the tissues with- 
out imposing additional effort on 
his heart. 


Long ago I was impressed with 
the finding that elderly people with 
anemia, especially pernicious ane- 
mia, had for many years eaten 
practically no meat, eggs or milk at 
all. 


These conditions are particularly 
likely to occur in elderly people who 
live by themselves and cook their 
own meals. They live mostly on 
processed foods and starchy foods, 
such as crackers, and out of canned 
goods, and all oo frequently take a 
nip at the bottle or a nip at a tonic 
in lieu of something substantial to 
eat. Not a few cases of actual 
scurvy have been found in people 
living under these conditions. 
Fresh foods particularly — not a 
great quantity of foods, but fresh 
foods — are necessary to maintain 
health in people past the meridian 
of life. 


Questions From Readers. 


M. 8. B.: “(1) Could a pounding 
of the heart from walking fast, go- 
ing upstairs or uphi!l be caused by 
anemia? (2) My heart has been 
examined and found 100 per cent. 
Yet I have this pounding and a 
choking sensation when doing the 
things I have described. What could 
be done for that?” 

Answer: (1) Anemia requires the 
heart to push the impoverished 
blood around at a more rapid rate 
and, therefore, will cause pounding. 
(2) Sometimes unimportant irregu- 
larities of the heart, due to coffee, 
tea or tobacco, will cause the sen- 
sations which you describe. They 
are not dangerous and need not be 
a source of concern,
